Sellers’ testimony was to the ef- 
fect that the handwriting on the ran- 
som letters was the same as that in 
the confessions written by ihe de- 
fendant.

EXPRESS TOLL ROADS. 

There is pending before congress 
a bill to authorize for interstate 
commerce the building of toll roads 
to handle express business between 
points affording the light freightage 
justifying the creation of* such 
roads. 


The project calis for the build-! 


ing of the roads by private capital, 
charging tolls for traffic, and the 
roads to become federal property 
when they have paid for them- 
selves.
